Electricity from Sunlight 


Many Scientists are Working on This 
Interesting Problem 


Harnessing the energy of sunlight 
is no new idea. Many scientists the 
world over have for years worked or 
this fascinating problem, You know 
that on a clear, sunshiny day the 
sun’s rays beat down upon every 
square inch of your head with enough 
energy to light a one-candle power 
nitrogén-filled tungsten lamp. This 
is equivalent to .167 horse-power, or 
124.58 watts per square foot per min- 
ute. And we are making no use of 
this energy: 

It has been discovered that sun- 
light beating upon copper starts a 
current of electricity. Just how it 
does it is a mystery, but during some 
experiments in Florida, Theodore W. 
Case has succeeded in building cells 


which harness this electricit and 
from which the current can be con- 
ducted to storage batteries. In des- 


cribing this unique apparatus the 
Electrical Experimenter says: 

“Imagine a solar generator resem- 
bling a miniature hot bed, like those 
you sprout plants in, placed on your 
roof or in your back yard, and under 
th: glass, instead of dirt, a series of 
clecirolytic cells, the whole machine 
arranged to revolve slowly as to be 
at right angles at all times to the 
sun's rays.” 

The light strikes the outer plate, 
which has previously been oxidized, 
but the inner plate remains in dark- 
ness and behaves iike the zinc plate 
of an ordinary. battery, 

A cell 3x4 inches gives 1-10 of a 
volt and about 1-2,000 of an ampere 
in sunlight. If several cells be con- 
nected in series the voltage increases; 
if several be connected in multiple 
the ampcrage increases, 


Testing Would-Be Airmen 


Candidates for Air Service Have to 
Pass a Severe Test 


The “romance of war” has died a 
natural death in the 
Flanders. There is very little rom- 
ance in standing imnférsed to 
middle in half frozen mud and water. 
But in the flying corps, it is another 
matter. There victory and success 
depend upon a man's personal abili 
ties and resources, and so the Royal 
Flying Corps has a super-abundaice 
of candidates.

The aerial service cannot afford to 
have nervous men, and so the tests 
in this regard are very stringent; a 
“trembler” an instrument for deter- 
mining the steadiness of the hand is 
one test. Then the candidate is seat- 
ed, and an instrument to record his 
breathing is fastened to his breast. 
When he least expects it, a photo 
grapher’s flashlight is ignited, or a 
pistol discharged behind him, and the 
amount of shock, and its effects upor. 
his respiration, nerves and heart is 
duly recorded. 

The sight and hearing also receive 
careiul attention, and also the candi- 
date’s ability to resist fatigue. This 
is determiped by inserting the fore- 
finger into a glevice, and by moving 
it back and forward raising and low- 
ering a weight.

Lectures Here 


Lieut. C. B. Reilly, of Calgary, 
in and around 
Strathmore, and who it will be re- 
membered, spoke in behalt of the 
Patriotic Fund in the Opera House 
when the late Rev. John McDou- 
gall also addressed the meeting, 
once again addressed a Strathmore 
audience. This time, however, it 
was an account of his experiences 
in the trenches, dealing particularly 
with the Battle of the Somme. 
Lieut Reilly enlisted with the 82nd 
but was transferred to to the 42nd 
Highlanders and it was while he 
was serving with the Kilties that he 
saw service in the trenches and was 
‘‘put out of action,” Although the 
Methodist Church was fairly filled 
the attendance was not what it 
should have been. 

Mr. W. E. Brown (president of 
the Patriotic Society, under whose 
auspices the lecture was held) oc- 
cupied the chair, 

The meeting commenced with 
the singing of the hymn ‘‘Faith of 
Our Fathers”, and following this 
vocal selections were rendered by 
Mrs. Wooster and Messrs, Woos- 
ter and G. H. Patrick. 

Lieut. Reilly then commenced his 
address, and gave a graphic dese 
cription of what happens in the 
front line trenches, His descrip. 
won of the barrages, charges, etc., 
were veritable pictures. He stated 
how on one occasion the battalion 
to which he was attached was held 
| in reserve behind a hill, waiting the 
order to charge the enemy trenches 
on the other side of the hill. He 
related how they charged through 
a merciless fire from artillery and 
machine guns, gained the first 
trenches, killing every Hun in it 
(this on account of their treacherous 
nature) and then taking the second 
trench. It was during this charge 
that Lieut. Reilly was wounded. 
The most outstanding thing the 
speaker said was the spirit of 
comradeship among the boys. He 
also spoke well of the Red Cross 
Work and the V. A.D. Work in 
the hospitals in Britain. He said 
that although the V. A. D. had 
been condemned, he for one, was 
prepared to say that they were doing 
a great and noble work and the 
majority of the wounded Canadians 
would support. him in that state- 
ment. He stated that one good 
thing was that Britain was manu- 
facturing ammunition so fast now 
that the artillery were kept going 
as fast as they could, but they could 
not diminish the pile. The speaker 


was accorded hearty applause at 
the end of his address. 

The Rev. Bathurst Hal! proposed 
a hearty vote of thanks to Lieut. 
Reilly for his address. This was 
seconded by Mr, John Lillie. The 
vote was carried in the customary 
manner, Lieut. Reilly suitably re- 
plied and the meeting then closed 
with the singing of the National 
Anthem,

The mirutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and adopted on the 
motion of Councillor Zerkle, sec- 
onded by Councillor Girvin. 

Councillor Brown reported that 
he was unable to interview the 
Council of the Rural Munieipality 
regurding the matter of the King 
Edward Hotel, owing to business 
reasons. The application of Mr M. 
McKim was again discussed and on 
the motion of Councillor Brown, 
seconded by Councillor Miller, it 
was carried ‘ That until further 
notice the sum of $25 per month be 
paid towards the emptying of the 
septic tank at the King Edward 
Hotel from February rst. 

A letter was read from the Town 
Solicitor (Mr J. J. Petrie) regarding 
the agreement between the Calgary 
Natural Gas Co. and the village of 
Strathmore to the effect that he was 
of the opinion a demand should be 
made for a supply of gas before the 
agreement could be set aside. The 
Secretary was instructed to advise 
the Town Solicitor to take up the 
matter with the Gas Company. 

A question arising as to who had 
the natural gas rights of the town, 
Councillor Boortz moved and Coun- 
cillor Zerkle seconded that the Sec- 
retary interview the Town Solicitor 
on the matter. 

Applications for the position of 
Town Solicitor (Mr Petrie’s year of 
oftice havirg expired) were received 
from Mr J. J Petrie and Mr T. M, 
Wears. Considerable discussion 
took place on this question and 
finally it was moved by Councillor 
Girvin, seconded by Councillor 
Miller, that Mr T. M. Wears be 
appointed Town Solicitor tor the 
present year at a remuneration of 
$100 per year. On a vote being ta- 
ken this motion was carried, the 
Mayor and Councillor Zerkle vot- 
ing against. 

The Secretary was instructed to 
write a letter of appreciation to Mr 
Petrie for his services. 


That hardy annual ‘* The Cow 
Case” was once again brought 
vividly before the Council's minds 
when F. H. Tucker put in a claim 
for $7 43, which he claimed had 
been overcharged him at the time 
his cow was impounded. On the 
motion of Coun, Zerkle, seconded 
by Coun. Miller, the amount was 
ordered to be paid. 

F. H. Tucker was appointed to 
collect dog taxes and to enforce the 
‘Town by-laws on a percentage ba- 
sis; the Town Mr. Tucker 
to go ‘“fifty-fifty”’. Coun. Zerkle 
proposed and Coun Brown second- 
ed that F. H. Tucker be appointed 
Town Policeman. 

A resolution was read from the 
Town of Castor (which is being 
sent to the Government) regarding

THE sole head of a family or any male over 14 
years old, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, bog gestae! 
or Alberta. The applicant must an 
atthe Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- hcoiter tar 
the district. Entiy by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency, but not sub-agency on 
certain conditions. 

utles—Six months residence upon and cultivaticn 
of the land in each of three years. homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres on certain conditions. A 
habitable house is required except where residence 
\s lormed in the vicinity 

‘n certain districts a homesteader in good stand- 
ing may pre-empt a quarter-section a! ide his 
homestead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each of three 
years alter earning homestead patent also so acres 
extra cultivation.
